I Congress, to the Constitutional conven- 
I tion yesterday, requesting that the or­ 
der of the Secretary of the Interior 
setting aside a forest reserve in the 
eastern portion of the Choctaw Nation 
ie not confirmed. 
The memorial re­ 
cites that such an order is harmful to 
i those citizens of the new state, who are 
owners of the entire property. 
Delegate Chamber# of Atoka, chair­ 
man of the convention special commit­ 
tee to investigate Indian Territory land 
and mineral propositions, called his 
committee and it agreed to unanimous­ 
ly report the memorial at today’s ses­ 
sion. 
The Secretary’s order No. 2 reserved 
from allotment land having 2,750,000,- 
000 feet of standing high-grade pine, 
being a large portion of the new State s 
timber area. 
Senator I lark sCongres- 
sional committee has had the m atter up 
a number of times, calling upon Secre- 


| tary Hitchcock to show why this area 
' was being withheld from allotment. 
• 
This committee has also reported 
' that a commission of five be named by 
1 the president of the convention to in- 
I quire into the extent and value of the 
1 coal and asphalt deposits, as well asj 
the segregated surface lands, with a 
view of State ownership; they are also 
to open negotiations with the tribal or­ 
ganizations looking to such ownership, 
and are to part their findings to the 
first Governor after statehood. 
In addition thereto a memorial has 
been reported showing the convention 
favors removal of restrictions on all | 
surplus lands of both mixed and full - 
blood Indians. 
The homestead is not 
molested. 
The convention’s session yesterday 
was devoted to discussion of the bill of 
rights, without result. 
In the after­ 
noon, the County Boundary Committee 
had under consideration designation of 
temporary county seats and the method 
of changing them.

Guthrie, Okla. Jan. ll- T h e Choctaw 
and Chickasaw Indians are willing to 
sell to the new satate of Oklahoma 
the segregated coal and asphalt lands, 
according to a statem ent made by 
Boone Williams, of Lehigh, a delegate 
to the constitutional convention. 
“ The I -diane have offered to sell 
these lands to the state,’ 
said Mr. 
Williams, “ for a consideration of $12, 
000,000. They will take $5,000,000 in 
cash and accept three per cent bonds 
for the balance.” 
Delegate Williams has been advo­ 
cating the sale of the coal and asphalt 
land so that the surface might be dis­ 
posed of to actual settlers. 
W ith a view of investigating and 
making the purchase of these lands by 
the state, 
the constitutional conven­ 
tion special committee in charge of the 
segregated land affairs has recommen­ 
ded tor adoption a preposition, intro­ 
duced by Delegate Leahy of Pawhuska, 
for the appointment by President Mur­ 


ray of a commission of five delegate! 
to investigate the conditions of tlfi 
segregated lands and to negotiate 
contract with the Indians for theil 
purchase. 
The commission is to report to th< 
new state and to be paid by the legis] 
lature. 
In case the convention adopts tin 
recommendations of the special coml 
mittee, the offer made by the Choctaw 
and Chickasaws will be used as a basil 
on which to negotiate for the pure! 
of the lands. 
Delegate Williams 
lieves that this proposition should b*| 
accepted and th at it probably will 
thus solving the Indian Territory c< 
land question, which has been a pel 
plexing proposition before congress fc 
a number of years. 
It was considered im portant enongl 
for the appointment of a committee o 
the United States senators, who visit 
ed Indian Territory last November ani 
investigated the aegrogated land ques1 
tion fully.

First Season of 
‘‘Reformed" 
Shows Decrease in Death 
Injuries.

The first season of "debrutalized'' 
football ended with a record of ll 
deaths and more than a hundred play­ 
ers seriously injured, a marked 
de­ 
crease from the record of last year, 
when IS players were killed and 159 
seriously injured. 
In the record of dead and injured in 
this year's games the most significant 
feature is the decrease in the casual­ 
ties among high school players. In the 
Reason of 1905, ll high school players 
were killed and 47 were injured. This 
year seven received injuries which re­ 
sulted in death and 25 were badly 
hurt. 
All the college and 
high 
school 
games this year were played under the Armbruster, 
new rules drawn up after the close of j Doran, 
last season to satisfy the agitation fin­ 
less dangerous football aroused by the 
startling record of casualties in the 
season of 1905. In that year and the

teams 


No less than 207 players, an average 
of 26 for each club, drew more or less 
money from the American league dur­ 
ing the past season, enough tor ex­ 
actly 23 teams of nine men each. The 
list included 30 catchers, SS pitchers, 
51 infielders and 38 outfielders, 
usually the case, the tail end 
used the most material. Boston carry­ 
ing no less than 31 men on its payroll 
at various periods of the season.

The largest house before which any 
boxers fought was 
that which 
wit­ 
nessed the Jeffries-Sharkey fight tit 
Coney island. The gate receipts to­ 
taled $66,300, of which 
the 
fighters 
received 55 per cent., or $36,465. The 
Jeffries-Corbett fight 
at 
Mechanics’ 
pavilion drew nearly as much at tin* 
gate, but the fighters received a lar­ 
ger amount, as there was considerable 
bidding among the promoters for the 
match. 
The gate receipts amounted 
to $62,340, of which the fighters re­ 
ceived $43,638. 
Jeffries 
received 75 
per cent, of this amount, which made 
his compensation for the seven rounds 
which the fight lasted $32,728. 
Cor­ 
bett and McCoy drew $56,350 in Madi­ 
son Square garden, 
New 
York. 
Of 
this, 60 per cent., or $33,810, was di­ 
vided by the fighters. At Colma, when 
Britt and Nelson met in their memor­ 
able battle, there was $48,311 in the 
house. 
The fighters received 65 per 
cent, of this amount, or $31,402. Britt 
and Young Corbett drew 
$32,245 
iii 
San Francisco. 
As there was bidding 
among the promoters at the time, the 
fighters were able to 
get 
per 
cent, of the purse, giving them nearly 
$25,000 as their share. 
The memora­ 
ble battle between Fitzsimmons and 
Sharkey, in which Wyatt Harp made 
a name for himself as a referee, drew 
$21,000. This was a case where rival 
clubs were bidding, so 
the 
fighters 
got 70 per cent., or $14,700. 
At 
the 
fight between Corbett

T h e se pictures were a 
source of considerable profit. 


MAKES CARPETS LIKE NEW. 


Preparation Can Be Made at Home 
and Easily Applied. 


The following method of cleaning 
carpets has been thoroughly tested 
* 
and was secured from a professional 
source: First have the carpet cleaned 
in the usual way and tacked down on 
the floor w h e re it is to remain perma­ 
nently and it Is ready for the clean 
ing process. 
Take one and 
a half 
pounds of the best white laundry soap, 
ane-half a pound of white-oak bark, 
three fourths of a pound of borax, 
one-fourth of a pound of fuller’s earth, 
one-half a pint of good alcohol, one- 
half a pint of ammonia, one-half 
an 
ounce of chloroform and four gallons 
of water. 
Tie up the bark in a piece 
of thin material and boil in two gal­ 
lons of water for four hours. 
Keep 
boiling water at hand to replace that 
lost by evaporation. Now remove the 
bag, add the soap, shaved fine, the 
borax and the fuller's earth and let 
simmer until all are dissolved. 
Then 
add the other two gallons of water, 
which should be boiling hot, and when 
partly cool add the alcohol, ammonia 
and chloroform. 
This quantity will 
clean 30 yards of carpet. 
To clean, dip out a cupful of the 
preparation, put it 
on 
the 
carpet, 
spread it and scrub with an ordinary 
bristle scrubbing brush. 
The 
spot 
scrubbed will be covered with lather, 
hut the carpet will not be wet through. 
When all the dirt has been removed, 
scrape the lather up into a heap and 
take it up with a scraper, which can 
be had of any house-furnishing store, 
or a shingle with a smooth edge will 
answer very well. 
When the lather 
has been removed go over the carpet 
with a sponge wrung out of clean 
water and dry with a cloth.

:>ne-balt a. pound of white-oak bark, 
three fourths of a pound of borax, 
one-fourth of a pound of fuller's earth, 
one-half a pint of good alcohol, one- 
half a pint of ammonia, one-hall an ^ 
ounce of chloroform and four gallons 


Bf water. Tie up the bark In a piece 
of thin material and boll In two gal- 
lons of water for four hours. 
Keep 


boiling water at hand to replace that 
lost by evaporation. 
Now remove the 


bag, add the soap, shaved fine, the 
borax and the fuller's earth and let 
simmer until all are dissolved 
Then 


add the other two gallons of water, 
which should be boiling hot and when 
partly cool add the alcohol, ammonia 
>• 


and chloroform. 
This quantity will 


clean 30 yards of carpet. 


To clean, dip out a cupful of the 


preparation, put it on the carpet, 
spread it and scrub with an ordinary 
bristle scrubbing brush. 
The spot 


scrubbed will be covered with lather, 
but the carpet will not be wet through. 
When all the dirt has been removed, 
scrape the lather up into a heap and 
take It up with a scraper, which can 
( 
be had of any house-furnishing store, 
or a shingle with a. smooth edge will 
answer very well. When the lather 
has been removed go over the carpet 
with a sponge 
wrung out of clean, 


water and dry with a cloth.

The Scrap Drawer. 


Every woman knows the value of

Dutch Peach Cake. 


Drain

peaches, and, If not already stoned. 
stone them, cut into strips or eighths. 
and set in the colander to drain well 
while you make the cake. 


Sift with a pint of flour two tea- 


spoonsful of baking powder and a half- 
tcaspoonful of salt. Into this stir a 
beaten egg and a teacupful of milk. 
Grease a loaf tin and put in the dough, 
hen press the pieces of peaches Into 
he top o£ the loaf, laying them close 
ogether. 
Sprinkle with bits of but- 


er and dust all with sugar, adding 
but a little of this, as the peaches are 
already sweetened. Bake until done, 
and serve with whipped 
cream or 


alone as cake. 


Rice Pudding with Currants. 


Take half a pound of rice, half a 


pound of currants. Wash the rice, tie 
It In a cloth, allowing room for it to 
swell, and put It Into « saucepan of 
cold water. Let It boll for an hour; 
then take it up, untie the cloth, stir 
In the currants, and tie It up again 
tolerably tight, and put It back Into 
the water for'the remainder of the 
time 
Boil for another hour, or rather 


longer, and serve with sweet sauce. 
For rice custards or puddings 
pre- 


pared according to any different for- 
mula, simply add the currants.

CONVENTION OPPOSES 


THE FOREST RESERVE 


Guthrie, Ok., Jan. 11.—Delegate Par- 


ker of Academy, Choctaw Nation, sub- 
mitted a memorial, addressed to the 
President of the United States and to 
Congress, to the Constitutional conven- 
tion yesterday, requesting that the or- 
der of the Secretary of the Interior 
setting aside a forest reserve in the 
eastern portion of the Choctaw Nation 
be not confirmed. The memorial re- 
cites that such an order is harmful to 
those citizens of the new state, who are 
owners of the entire property. 


Delegate Chambers of Atoku, chair- 


man of the convention special commit- 
tee to investigate Indian Territory land 
and mineral propositions, called his 
committee and it agreed to unanimous- 
ly report the memorial at today's ses- 
sion. 


The Secretary's order No. 2 reserved 


from allotment land having 2,750,000,- 
009 feet of standing high-grade pine, 
being a large portion of the new State's 
timber area. Senator Clark's Congres- 
sional committee has had the matter up 
a number of times, calling upon Secre- 


tary Hitchcock to show why this areaj 
was being withheld from allotment. 


This committee has also reported 


that a commission of five be named by 
the president of the convention to in- 
quire into the extent and value of the 
coal and asphalt deposits, as well as 
the segregated surface lands, with a 
view of State ownership; they are also. 
to open negotiations with the tribal or-' 
ganizations looking to such ownership, 
and are to part their findings to the 
first Governor after statehood. 


In addition thereto a memorial has 


[ been reported showing the convention 
favors removal of restrictions on all 
surplus lands of both mixed and full - 
blood Indians. The homestead is not 
molested. 


The convention's session yesterday 


was devoted to discussion of the bill of 
rights, without result. In the after- 
noon, the County Boundary Committee 
had under consideration designation of 
temporary county seats and the method 
of changing them. The committee has 
practically agreed on the towns.

and Chickasaw Indians are willing to 
sell to the new estate of Oklahoma 
the segregated coal and asphalt lands, 
according to * statement made by 
Boone Williams, of Lehigh, a delegate 
to the constitutional convention. 


'The I.diaas have offered to sell 


these lands to the state," said Mr. 
Williams, "for a consideration of $12, 
000,000. They will take $£.000,000 in 
cash and accept three per cent bond* 
for the balance." 


Delegate Williams has been advo- 


cating the sale of the coal and asphalt 
and so that the surface might be dis- 
posed of to actual settlers. 


With a view of investigating and 


making the purchase of these lands by 
the state, the constitutional conven- 
tion special committee in charge of the 
segregated land affairs has recommen- 
ded tor adoption a preposition, intro- 
duced by Delegate Leahy of Pawhuska, 
for the appointment by President Mur- 


ray of a commission of five delegate 
to investigate the conditions of th 
segregated lands and to negotiate i 
contract with the Indiana for thei 
purchase.

lature. 


Incase the convention adopts thi 


recommendations of the special com 
mittee, the offer made by the Choctaw 
and ChickasawB will be used ai« baat 
on which to negotiate for the purcha* 
of the lands.

and Ea*Hy Applied. 


Tfle following method of cleaning) 


carpeta has been thoroughly tested! 
and was secured from a professional 
source: First have the carpet cleaned' 
In the usual way and tacked down on 
the floor where it IB to remain perma- 
nently and It Is ready for the clean 
Ing process. Take one and a half 
pounds of the best white laundry soap, 
Dne-half a pound of white-oak bark, 
three fourths of a pound of borax, 
one-fourth of a pound of fuller's earth, 
one-half a pint of good alcohol, one- 
half a pint of ammonia, one-half 
an 


ounce of chloroform and four gallons 
af water. Tie up the bark In a piece 
of thin material and boil In two gal- 
lons of water for four hours. Keep 
boiling water at hand to replace that 
lost by evaporation. Now remove the 
bag, add the soap, shaved fine, the 
borax and the fuller's earth and let 
simmer until all are dissolved. Then 
add the other two gallons of water, 
which should be boiling- hot, and when 
partly cool add the alcohol, ammonia 
and chloroform. 
This quantity will 


clean 30 yards of carpet. 


To clean, dip out a cupful of the 


preparation, put it on the carpet, 
spread it and scrub with an ordinary 
bristle scrubbing brush. 
The 
spot 


scrubbed will be covered with lather, 
but the carpet will not be wet through. 
When all the dirt has been removed, 
scrape the lather up into a heap and 
take It up with a scraper, which can 
be had of any house-furnishing etore, 
or a shingle with a smooth edge will 
answer very well. When the lather 
has been removed go over the carpet 
with a sponge 
wrung out of clean 


water and dry with a cloth. 


SCIENCE OF DOMEST'J ECONOMY. 


Necessary Knowledge If Home la to 


Be Made Happy. 


Did you ever ask yourself the mean- 


ins of the term domestic economy? 
Most likely you never did. Notwith- 
standing the growing popularity of 
this branch of study, there la no sub- 
ject the name and nature of which 
Is so generally misunderstood.

"cookery and laundry lessons;" others 
thing "scraping and savins" wouJd 
more fitly define it, while dim ideas 
of so-called menial duties and domes- 
tic drudgery float through the bralna 
of others. 


But these are "small nibblings at 


the outer bark" of the truth, which is 
that domestic economy is a savtng 
knowledge, a knowledge which relates 
to the Intelligence and cultivated man- 
agement of everything connected with 
the home. 


It is the science of the home, and 


pre-eminently a woman's science. 


It Is the woman's work to make the 


house Into a home. 
Every 
woman 


ought to know how to do all things 
necessary to make a home happy, 
says Woman's Life. 


The husband earns the money, but 


the principal part of It has to be 
spent by the wife. 
Hence It Is very* 


important that all girls should learn 
domestic economy. 
But please re- 


member that domestic 
economy 
IB 


one of those things that cannot be 
learned from books alone. 


The Scrap Drawer. 


Every woman knows the value of 


a scrap-bag to hold bits of silks, rib- 
bon, lace and other "left-overs" from 
dressmaking, which may be useful for 
patching or for some other purpose. 
lint where a bag is used the coveted 
piece Is sure to be down at the bot- 
tom, so that it is necessary to dump 
out tho entiro contents of the bag 
every lime something Is wanted out 
of It. 
Therefore It Is better to de- 


vole a spare drawer in a buref.it to 
scraps. 
Here tho various rolls of 


laces and ribbons, each wrapped and 
pinned into tight bundles, may be 
sproaT out so that each one may be 
easily recognized. A bag for buttons, 
old fringes and the like may be In- 
cluded among the contents of the 
drawer, which proves a boon to alJ 
who have tried it. 


Dutch Peach Cake. 


Drain 
tho liquor 
from a can of 


peaches, and, if not already stoned. 
stone them, cut into strips or eighths, 
and set in the colander to drain well 
while you make the cake. 


Sift with a pint of flour two tea- 


spoonsful of baking powder and a half- 
tenspoonful of salt. Into this stir a 
beaten egg and a teacupful of milk. 
Grease a loaf tin and put in the dough, 
then press the pieces of peaches Into 
the top of the Joaf, laying them close 
together. 
Sprinkle with bits of but- 


ter and dust all with sugar, adding 
but a little of this, as the peaches are 
already sweetened. 
Rake until done, 


and serve with whipped 
cream or 


alone as cake. 


Rice Pudding with Currant*. 


Take half a pound of rice, half 4 


pound of currants. Wash the rice, tie 
It In a cloth, allowing room for It to 
swell, and put it Into a saucepan of 
cold water. Let It boll for an hour; 
then take It up, untie the cloth, stir 
In the currants, and tie it up again 
tolerably tight, and put it back Into 
the water for' the remainder of the 
time. Doll for another hour, or rather 
longer, and serve with sweet sauce. 
For rice custards or puddings 
pre- 


pared according to any different for- 
mula, simply add tbe currants. 


Patchy Wall Paper. 


If & patch must be applied to wall 


paper, let the new piece lie In strong 
sunlight until the colors are faded to 
match those on the wall; then tear tbe 
edges and tbe applied place will not 
be so conspicuous. 
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
